I have the honor to report that a crack of about | inch in length has been discovered in the 
arch of Coining Press no. 8, as herein shown in the diagram.

And it may increase in size at any time so as to render the press unfit for use, and in view 
of the heavy pressure for coin, the loss of the use of this press, would seriously interfere in 
meeting the demands put upon us. 


As some little time must elapse to procure a casting &c. I would therefore respectfully 
recommend that measures be taken at once to obtain a new arch.
